Transactions for Day Total 2,500,- 
000; Profit - Taking Sends 
Seme Leaders Down.

NEW YORK, June ° 30.—Selling 
checked the stock market rise to- 
day, turning it into a confusion of 
cross-currents, after an exciting 
first hour in which more than 1,- 
000,000 shares changed hands. 

The early buying, following the 
fast advance of stocks in the pre- 
ceding session, was offset by profit- 
taking. Many leading. shares fin- 
ished with losses of a few cents 
to around $2 a share and down $1 
to $4 from the early peaks. 

Transactions for the day approxi-. 
mated 2,500,000 shares, nearly half 
of which were traded in the open- 
ing period. 

The rise in prices lost momentum 
in commodities and bonds also. Cot- 
ton and leading grains sold lower 
after broad early strength in raw 
material markets.

The next year, he joined the Ed- 
wards: firm, becoming a partner in 
1931. His first participation in the 
management of the New York Ex-

Raymond Batson, 32-year-old Negro, 
of St. Louis County, was executed 
at 12:10 a. m. today in the lethal 
gas chamber in the Missouri State 
penitentiary: here ‘for the murder 
of Justice of the Peace Phillip R. 
Rabenau of, Kirkwood on Dec. 28, 
1934. 

He was the fourth man to die 
in the lethal gas “tank “Xn under an 
act passed by the 1937 Legislature. 
substituting lethal gas for hang- 
ing as the method of carrying out 
legal executions in; Missouri, 

Batson, a stocky, powerfully-built 
man, went to his death quietly. 
Prison officials, fearing a 9 
attempt at violence, had hand- 
ceuffed Batson before he was led 
rom his cell in the death house 
to the gas chamber, blindfolded and 
clad only in shorts, but there was. 
no demonstration. Prison physi- 
cians pronounced him dead in two 
and a half minutes after the * 
hydrocyanic gas was 
the gas. chamber.

Islands Warned of New 


Typhoon 
Moving in From China 
Sea, to Strike Today. 


By the Associated Press. 
TOKIO, June 30.—With 100 dead, 


200 missing and thousands of 
homes destroyed in two days of vio- 
lent wind and rainstorms, accom- 
panied by earthquakes and’ land- 
slides, Tokio was warned today of a 
new stérm on the way, a typhoon 


moving across the China sea toward 
| Japan. : 


The Central Meteorological In- 
stitute warned all cities in South- 
ern Japan to be prepared for the 
tropical hurricane blewing. north- 
ward across the China Sea. 

It said the winds would strike 
late this afternoon unless they were 


deflected. Most liners and larger 


freighters remained tied at their 
docks in Yokohama. 

Meteorologists reported the ty- 
phoon was approaching the eastern 
coast but thought it would pass the 
islands, 

Tokio was virtually isolated by 
the. heaviest. rain in Japan's re- 
in | dorded history and by an earth- 
quake which leveled homes and 
disrupted rail and wire communi- 
cations.

Prison guards said Bat- 
son, who had been confined in the 
penitentiary for about six weeks 
before his execution, told them he 
had been a minister, chauffeur and 
law student. 

Former Deputy Constable Jack 
Nece, of St. Louis County, who was 
wounded by Batson and shot the 
Negro in the arm before Batson’s 
capture, witnessed the execution. 

Other witnesses invited to 
the execution by Warden J. Frank 
Ramsey were Chief of Detectives 
John J. Carroll of St. Louis; 
Sheriff.A. J. Frank of St. Louis 
County; Deputy Sheriffs. Harry 
Newbold, Roy Erickson and Arthur 
Lazear of St. Louis County, and 
Jack Volimer of Jefferson City, a 
brother-in-law of Rabenau. 

The first three executions in the 
lethal gas chamber last March 4 
and 5 took place at dawn under 
the term of the death warrants, 
but the warrant for execution of 
Batson authorized carrying out of 
the sentence immediately after 
midnight. Prison officials indi- 
cated that policy would be followed 
hereafter. 

Guard forces were increased dur- 
ing the execution, but there was 
no demonstration in any of the 
cell blocks,

Landslides in Large Cities. 

Most of the deaths were in 
Tokio and Yokohama. In both 
cities landslides crumpled homes. A 
railroad tunnel collapsed near 
Tokio and a main line road bed 
was washed away. Many rivers 
-burst their banks, imperilling other 
homes beneath undermined cliffs. 

More than 12 inches of rain fell, 
flooding 150,000 homes in Tokio 
alone. The rain, greatest in 60 
years, had slackened early this aft- 
ernoon but winds were growing 
steadily. 

Rivers still were high and police 
forcibly removed families from low- 
land homes and areas endangered 
by further landslides, the cause of 
most of the casualties. „ Al- 
ready soaked by the torrential 
rains, slipped in many places after 
the quakes, 

The landslides in Tokio and Yo- 
kohama were the worst disasters. 
Kighteen persons were crushed or 
smothered to death in the heart of 
Tokio when part of the estate of 
Baron Takakimi Mitsui slipped 
shortly after the earthquake. Forty 
others were entombed and their 
fate was not known. 


Slip Buries Five Houses. 


A simifar catastrophe buried five 
houses in Yokohama, where a 90- 
foot cliff collapsed. Two women, 
each with her two children, were 
killed. With their husbands fight- 
ing in China, they had lived under 
the same roof. 

Three persons in another family 
were drowned when a baby fell 
into a pool of water and its par- 
ents dived in, but in vain, trying 
to rescue it, 

“There was a terrible roar like 
a train crossing a bridge,” a Yoko- 
hama newspaper said. “A huge 
curtain of red dust momentarily ob- 
scured the scene, 

“Where, a moment before, a clus- 
ter of houses had stood, there now 
were only jumbled, splintered wood, 
twisted tin roofs, oozing mud and 
silence.” 

A noted lawyer, unable to reach 
his home here last night because 
of the high water, found his resi- 
dence crushed under the landslide 
this morning. He recovered his 
wife’s body.

PENNSYLVANIA'S 44-HOUR 
. WORK WEEK HELD INVALID 


State Supreme Court Affirms Lower 
Tribunal’s Decision; Attacked 
by 700 Firms. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 30. — 
Pennsylvania's new law ‘limiting 
male workers to a maximum work 
Week of 44 hours was declared un- 
constitutional today by the State 
Supreme Court. 

The court affirmed the decision 
of the Dauphin County (Harrisburg) 
Court which several months ago 
held invalid the act passed by the 
1937 Legislature, and granted a 
permanént injunction staying its 
enforcement, 

The law never went into effect. 
As soon as the act was signed by 
Gov. George H. Earle, more than 
700 firms joined in attacking it.

The air raid alarm lasted in Bar- 
celona for nearly 30 minutes, but 
Government pursuit planes and 
anti-aircraft batteries kept the 
bombing squadrons from the capital 
itself. 

Sit Junkers, German-made bomb- 
ers, raided Denia, Mediterranean 
port south of Valencia, damaging a 
schooner and destroying several 
civilian’ buildings. - 

Additional Food Sought. 

The new insurgent air raid cam~ 
paign, which began on Barcelona 
and vicinity yesterday with at- 
tacks at Blanes, 40 miles northeast 
of Barcelona, where nine were 
killed, and at Comarruga, came at 
a time when the Cabinet of Premier 
Juan Negrin is meeting daily to 
seek a means of increasing pro- 
vision supplies.

In some important classifications 
volume of business fell below levels 
recorded at the most acute period 
of the 1932 depression, the report 
noted. The downward movement, it 
was reported, was apparent in man- 
ufacturing, wholesaling and retail- 
ing, but was more pronounced in 
production than in distribution. Al- 
though in some instances the de- 
clines were seasonal, the report 
went on, their extent was greater 
than normal. In general, business 
in May was substantially below that 
in May last year. 

Recessionary trends in employ- 
ment were still evident with in- 
creases in agricultural employment 
more than offset by decreases in in- 
dustrial and other occupations, the 


report said. 
._ Betall and Wholesale. 

Dollar volume of retail trade in 
May, as reflected by sales of- de- 
partment stores in the district's 
principal cities, was 12.5 per cent 
less than that in April and 13.7 per 
cent less than the volume in May, 
19387. 

Volume of wholesale business was 
virtually the same as that in April, 
but was 18.6 per cent below the 
volume in May last year. 

Dollar value of building contracts 
for new construction in principal 
cities was one-fourth greater than 
the value in April, but fell below 
the value in May last year by 27.5 
per cent. Value of construction 
contracts let in the entire district 
was larger by 20.4 and 30 per cent, 
respectively, than that a month 
earlier and a year earlier. 


Barge Tonnage Increases. 

Freight traffic in May and early 
June showed considerably less than 
the ordinary seasonal increase, 
with volume continuing below that 
during the like period in all pre- 
ceding years since 1932, the report 
went on, 

The St. Louis Terminal Railroad, 
handling interchanges for 28 con- 
necting lines, interchanged 72,388 
loads in May against 67,958 in April 
and 96,646 in May, 1937. 

Estimated tonnage of the Federal 
Barge Line, between St. Louis and 
New Orleans, was 217,800 tons as 
compared with 186,495 in April and 
178,858 in May, 1937. 

Consumption of electricity by in- 
dustrial consumers in principal cit- 
les was only slightly greater than 
consumption in April and was more 
than 17 per cent under that in May 
last year. 

Demand for credit continued to 
to decline and at mid-June reached 
the lowest level recorded in the 
present depression, the report said. 
Between May 18 and June 15 loans 
of reporting member banks in prin- 
cipal cities declined sharply, reach- 
ing a new low point for this year. 
Reserve balances moved upward 
and at $160,636,000 on June 8 were 
the largest on record. 

Report by Industries. 

Conditions in individual indus- 
tries in May were reported as fol- 
lows: 

Boots and Shoes—Sales were 4.8 
per-cent less than those in April 
and 25.1 per cent less than those 
in May, 1937. Advance buying was 
negligible. ‘Since June 1 a slight 
upward trend in production, sea- 
sonal in character, was in evidence. 

Clothing—Sales were 31.1 per cent 
less than those in April but 2.4 per 
cent greater than those in May last 
year. Retail sales of summer ap- 
parel was below expectations, due 
chiefly to lateness of the season 
and generally reduced purchasing 
power. 

Drugs and Chemicals—Continued 
slack demand by manufacturers for 
heavy drugs and chemicals was the 
outstanding influence in a 7 per 
cent decline from the sales volume 
in May last year. Sales increased 
2.1 per cent over those in April. 

Dry Goods—Sales were 6 per cent 
greater than those in April but 10.6 
per cent less than those in May, 
1937, 

Electrical Supplies—Volume of 
business was unchanged from April, 
whereas an increase has been the 
usual seasonal experience and was 
22.4 per cent less than in May last 
year. g 

Furniture Sales declines in the 
two comparisons were 3.8 per cent 
and 27.4 per cent, respectively.

“Killers don’t go clinching,” said 
Trainer Jack (Chappie) Blackburn 
first thing when I turned pro. 
“They fight on balance, They 
shuffie in and out of that old fir- 
ing line all the time, keepin’ their 
arms in position to pour leather 
through openings.“ 

Chappie raised his arms and 
moved toward me. He always does 
his chalk * talks with his fists, 
shadow boxing, and that sure gets 
over the point fast. 

Takes More Than One Punch. 

“You ain’t going to bowl over 
tough men with one punch,” he 
talked on. 80 you got to be 
ready to throw a lot of fists when 
you see & target. If you throw 
your body forward off balance with 
one mighty swing, and miss, where 
are you? You're in a clinch or 
fall into a counter punch and get 
your chin knocked back into the 
second row. Even if you do hit 
your mark and then clinch—why, 
you give your man time to clear 
his head again.” 

That was clear enough. It 
showed me how I'd been fighting 
most always as an amateur. It 
showed me why a lot of heavy- 
weights weren't getting places. 
Folks don’t like to see two guys 
do a lot of clinching. 

“Now, you’re gonna learn to box 
on balance,“ explained Chappie, 
“and punch so fast and hard no 
heavyweights are gonna have a 
chance with you.” 

But how could I learn this bal- 
ance? 

“By holding your hands up and 
shifting your feet with your 
punches,” Chappie said, When you 
strike, step in with your left foot 
and hold that right toe glued to 
the canvas as an anchor. But you 
gotta always keep in punchin’ 
range. Don’t ever go leanin’ over 
to reach for your mark.” 

It came to me quick enough, I 
soon learned to shuffle into foes on 
balance, feel my range and then 
bomb with snap punches, I would 
glide the left foot flat against the 
canvas and pull the right up with 
the same motion, never letting the 
right catch up with the left. In 
that way I moved in flat-footed like, 


: 


but all the time I was set to punch 
with either fist without drawing 
back my knuckles and tipping off 
opponents. | 

And Chapple showed me how to 
shift weight as I punched. For ex- 
ample, if I curved a left hook, my 
weight would shift over on my 
right leg. If 1 whipped out with a 
right cross, I'd push it off my right 
toe like a shot-putter does when he 
heaves that iron marble. At the 
same time, Id shift my weight to 
my left leg. In that way, I could 
throw a hook and be in position to 
come right back with an uppercut 
or a right cross. I could just. keep 
bombing until I dressed up my man. 

“Imagine that right toe of yours 
is a stake holdin’ down a circus 
tent,” said Chappie, “and hold it 

the canvas when you pitch 
that right. Then, if you miss the 
right, or even if you score, you can 
shift your weight back on the right 
leg and drill with a left hook.” 

After getting me on balance, at 
least to some extent, Chappie 
showed me how to hit without bust- 
ing up my hands. “All cracked 
hands come because fighters ain't 
hitting right,” said the old trainer. 

I was driving my thumb back 
into my wrist and hurting it some- 
thing terrible as an amateur. 

How to Punch Correctly. 

“You do that,” explained Chappie, 
“cause you hit with the thumb end 
of your fist up. Now, try raisin’ 
your elbow and turning your fist 
over so the back of your hand is 
up and your thumb is curled down 
underneath as you strike.” 

By raising my elbow and turning 
over my fist as I snapped home 
punches, I got sort of a corkscrew 
twist on them. 

So I learned to snap my blows 
and toss em while I was on bal- 
ance. I learned to turn over my 
fists and I quit havin’ sore hands 
—that is, except when I was held 
down to too skimpy wrappings for 
bandages. 

I soon learned that most of this

Call for Less Vulgarity. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
AY I add my plea to that of A. G.

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ecutive officer of the party. It is his task to keep his 
eye on all the moving parts of the machine and to de- 
termine which men it should be geared to support.

Hannegan’s decision was 
that he would oppose all three Judged, not as indi- 
viduals, but as candidates running against his own 
choices, ! 

In a rather bitter commentary on the situation, one 
unnamed Judge said: “The days of Ed Foristel are 
over. But now we have Hannegan and Waechter.” 
The late Ed Foristel, a power in the Republican party, 
used to be able to name the men who sat on the Cir- 
cuit bench, and to cash in by being employed just to 
sit in cases where his presence would be considered 
favorable. Now Hannegan and Waechter are the men 
to be seen by those who would become Judges.. 

A word about Waechter. Waechter is a former 
chairman of the Board of Election Commissioners. 
He was summarily fired from that job in September, 
1936, by the same man who appointed him—ex-Gov. 
Park—‘“for the betterment of the public service.“ This 
action, unprecedented in Missouri's political history, 
followed a series of registration scandals, and a show- 
ing that Waechter used his quasi-judicial office to en- 
gage in factional politics. Does it not strike the 
public as odd that a man who left publie office in 
disgrace should now have a large voice in saying 
who shall be members of the local judiciary? 

“See Waechter and Hannegan.” Is the public 
going to permit that to be the test for service on the 
bench? Is the high office of Circuit Judge, involving 
the solemn duty of ‘adjudicating civil and criminal 
cases, to continue to be the plaything of politicians? 
How can justice be served according to the lofty 
traditions of the bench when getting on the bench is 
a matter of being “right” politically? 

There are two ways out. One is for citizens to go 
to the polls on primary day and take the judicial 
nominations into their own hands. Another is to 
change our whole system of judicial selection to re- 
move it as far as possible from the stultifying 
effects of cheap ward politics and the domination of 
political bosses, 
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EAST ST. LOUIS’ BRIDGE PROPOSAL. 

‘Now that St. Clair County has received a P W A 
allocation of $2,475,000 toward the construction of a 
new bridge across the Mississippi River between 
Broadway at Mullanphy street and the upper end of 
St. Clair avenue, the East St. Louis City Council has 
renewed its attempt to obtain a similar grant for its 
own bridge project. This is a separate proposal and 
calls for a crossing at Delmar boulevard, just north 
of Eads Bridge. 

As between the Mullanphy-St. Clair avenue and 
Delmar-Missouri avenue sites, the former is to be pre- 
ferred. St. Clair County’s bridge project ought to 
have general support on the East Side. Pressing the 
less desirable East St. Louis proposal at this time can 
hardly accomplish more than an unfortunate con- 
fusion in the minds of many people. 
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AT GETTYSBURG. 

It is a generous and fitting observance which Con- 
gress has provided for the seventy-fifth anniversary 
of the Battle of Gettysburg. The Federal Govern- 
ment invited the surviving wearers of: the Blue and 
the Gray to the scene of the great test between 
them in 1863, and some 2000 from the 8000 who re- 
main of the million or more in the Civil War are 
back there this week as guests of the nation. The 
wounds have been a long time healing, but healed 
they are. When the 89-year-old commander of the 
Grand Army of the Republic shook hands with the 
first Confederate veteran to arrive, a North Carolin- 
ian 16 years his senior, he said: “We are all Amer- 
icans.” 

Another American is speaking. Tall and sad-eyed, 
he is speaking from the same field of Gettysburg only 
four months after the men of Lee and Meade and 
Pickett and Longstreet and Stuart and Hancock 
fought it out through those three long days on Semi- 
nary Ridge and Culp’s Hill and the slopes round- 
about:. The world will little note nor long 
remember what we say here... . It can never for- 
get what they did here....It is... for us to be 
here’ dedicated to the great task remaining before 
us... that we here highly resolve that these dead 
shall not have died in vain... that government of 
the people, by the people and for the people shall 
not perish from the earth.” 

But the world remembered what the speaker said 
that mid-November day as well as what they did in 
early July, and now, as the last guard goes back, 
thanks to a people’s devotion to that sacrifice, these 
dead have not died in vain and free government, how. 
ever much under assault, has not perished from the 
earth. 
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TIME TO CRACK DOWN. 

Another step toward bringing to book the tax- 
dodgers who have been cheating the city out of per- 
sonal property levies was taken when Judge O'Malley 
entered default judgments in 4000 suits. The taxes 
involved are for 1935 and 1936 and amount to about 
$200,000. It is now up to Collector Baumann and 
the Sheriff to get the money. : 

It has been the practice of many citizens either to’ 
make no personal property tax return at all or to 
fill out a return and then make no effort to pay 
the tax bill; For years the city deemed itself help- 
less to collect, because of a legal ruling that collec- 
tion must be based on the particular articles listed 
in the return, Thus, if a taxpayer had listed a radio 
and later acquired another radio, the new radio would 
be proof against a tax suit. Now it is held that any 
property held by the delinquent is subject to judg- 
ment. 
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A strike of truckmen, conducted by a C I O union, 
is going on in that city. The situation is complicat- 
ed by the fact that the A. F. qt L. declares no strike 
exists. Regardless of this inter-union dispute, how- 
ever, the duty of the police obviously is merely that 
of maintaining order. Instead, their efforts have 
actually been extended in the direction of trying to 
stop the strike. Orders have been issued for offi- 
‘eers to break up picketing wherever they see it, 
Wholesale raids have been conducted on O I O head- 
quarters and the homes of members in which more 
than 300 persons have been arrested, on charges of 
“vagabondage” and “loitering.” Records have been 
confiscated; including some of importance in N L R B 
hearings. The prisoners, all of whom were freed 
later, complained of mistreatment at the hands of 
police. Several organizers have been escorted to the 
city limits and warned not to return. 

Has it not penetrated to the New Orleans authori- 
ties that the right of unionization is guaranteed by 
the Wagner Act, which has been upheld by the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court? That peaceful picketing is 
a legitimate practice? That the constitutions of the 
United States and the State of Louisiana provide that 
no person shall be deprived of liberty without due 
process of law? | 

It is no wonder that protests to the Governor and 
to Washington are being made by laBor and civil- 
rights organizations in New Orleans. 
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FINNS IN AMERICAN HISTORY. 

Yesterday’s ceremonies at Chester, Pa., where en- 
voys of the Finnish Government presented a monu- 
ment to the American people, recall a chapter of 
colonial development that is too often slighted in 
the histories. The Swedish colonization, commemo- 


monly known story. The fact is, however, that of the 
settlers of New Sweden, who began arriving in Amer- 
ica in 1638, somewhere between a third and a half 
were Finns. The two countries at that time were 
one, although the Finnish people preserved their na- 
tional identity, as they continued to do through the 
period of Russian control, which ended in 1917, 

The original colonists, who founded Finland, Pa., 
near the present site of Chester, were a sturdy pio- 
neer stock, like those who in later years migrated to 
our agricultural regions. Their stable, honest char- 
acter was a valuable ingredient in the contributions 
of many races toward the America we know today. 
Finland in recent years has won further admiration 
and respect in this country by being the only World 
War or post-war debtor nation to discharge its ob- 
ligations promptly and in full.

Congressman Bruce Barton of New Tork, address- 
ing the Republican State convention of Indiana at 
Indianapolis yesterday, made an exceptionally able 
and attractive speech. 

That is a 
rare quality in a political utterance—so rare as to 
be all but extinct.

Troubles of a Realist 


Growing opposition to Chamberlain in Conservative ranks indicates awkward posi- 
tion in which policies have placed him; critics think his so-called realism has 
brought him at last to idealizing Mussolini and his promises; defeated idealist at 
least has faith to fall back upon, writer says, but Prime Minister must shirk facts.

HE British Conservatives still have a 

safe majority, but the opposition steadily 

grows more impressive. Now Viscount 
Cecil follows the Duchess of Atholl in refus- 
ing to serve as the Government whip, or 
even to let himself be considered a nominal 
supporter of a Ministry whose Spanish pol- 
icy he calls “inconsistent with British hon- 
or and international morality.”  . 

These are harsh words, but Lord Cecil 
is an idealist who has long been president 
of the British League of Nations Union and 
has not lost faith in the principles on which 
the League was founded. Holding these 
views, a man of such firm integrity was al- 
most certain sooner or later to be forced into 
the opposition, and the Government's toler- 
ation of the bombing of British ships carry- 


ing cargoes to republicam Spain seems to 


have been the last straw. 

Prime Minister Chamberlain, on the con- 
trary, is a realist; and defends his realistic 
policy on the ground that he is looking at 
things, not as they ought to be, but as they 


are. But whereas an idealistic policy may 


command respect on its merits, obviously a 
realistic policy may fail td win respect even 
if it succeeds, while if it fails, it loses even 
its claim to realism. ; 

Just now, there is palpable and growing 
doubt in British Conservative circles as to 
whether the Chamberlain policy squares 
with the actual facts. To those who agree, 
at least in part, with Mr. Eden or with Win- 


ston Churchill or with Lloyd George, it now 


seems that the realistic Prime Minister has 
inclined to idealize Benito Mussolini, putting 


' excessive faith in the Duce’s promises and 
closing his eyes to any awkward facts in- 
dicating a lack of good faith. 

Thus, month after month, the British Gov- 
ernment treated as idle rumor reports of in- 
creased Italian aid for Gen. Franco, and 
when even official eyes could no longer be 
blind to the evidence, the new aid given was 
held not “materially” to affect the situation, 
Only a few days ago, Sir Robert Hodgson, 
British agent at rebel headquarters, said the 
British Government was “inclined” to be- 
lieve that the aviators taking part in recent 
bombing outrages were all 8 adding 
the strange explanation that “it is obviously 
not in the best interests either of Italy or of 
Germany to allow their volunteer airmen to 
attack shipping.” That attitude enables the 
British Government to shirk raising so 
ticklish a question at Rome. But can it 
fairly be called realism? 

Just as Rome in due time boasted of the 
triumphs of the Italian troops in Spain, 
whose participation had been denied, so it is 
now boasting, according to a dispatch from 
Paris, of the part taken in recent bombings 
by Italian planes, the presence of which the 
realistic British Government would gladly 
ignore, 

After all, while idealists suffer much dis- 
tress from inconvenient. facts, they at least 
have an ideal to fall back upon as a citadel; 
their case is not quite so hopeless as that 
of the realist whose realism is found not to 
equare with the ‘facts. Possibly faith in 
Mussolini is no more realistic than faith . 
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in the League of Nations,

HREE Federal grand juries have deliber- 

ated over election frauds in Kansas City 
since December, 1936, and have returned in- 
dictments against 257 election officials and 
poll workers. . 

Federal Court trials have resulted in con- 
viction of 63 of these persons, 32 others have 
pleaded guilty and 142 have thrown them- 
selves on the mercy of the Court by pleading 
ho defense. There have been no acquittals, 
Appellate courts have sustained the trial 
court verdicts in every case. 

But this beginning into the cleansing of 
the Kansas City election stables, excellent 
as it has been, does not satisfy Federal Dis- 
trict Judge M. E. Otis. 

Therefore, in his instructions to a fourth 
new grand jury, Judge Otis emphasized fea- 
tures of the situation which have become 
conspicuous in the trials held thus far. 
State election laws, he declared, are all that 
they need be and the frauds should be the 
concern of the State courts, but the latter 
have been notoriously delinquent in even a 
show of enforcement effort. 

To meet this failure, application was made 
of a Federal legal principle. Indictments 
were returned charging the precinct offi- 
cials with conspiracy to deprive voters of 
their right of franchise. And it was under 
this statute that they were convigted. 

Now, it has become perfectly plain that 
defendants are pleading guilty or declining 
to defend themselves under instructions 
from “higher up.” Judge Otis has instruct- 
ed the new grand jury to discover the “high- 
ér-ups” and indict them on a new charge— 
that of attempting to influence, obstruct or 
impede the administration of justice in the 
fraud trials. fs

stroyed in food when it is heated 


in the presence of air. Or they 
may dissolve in the cooking water 
. 
Heat does not destroy mineral 
salts. But they, too, dissolve and 
are lost if the cooking water goes 
down the sink. 

Paramount rule for cooking vege- 
tables to save food value is “Cook 
in as short a time as possible, us- 
ing the least water that is prac- 
tical.” Both help to conserve vita- 
mins. And using little water leaves 
none or very little when the cook- 
ing is done. 

If conserving food value were 
the only point in cooking, the fore- 
going rule would cover everything. 
But the wise cook does not rely on 
the “it’s good for you“ talking 
point to put her vegetables across. 
Occasionally she may even sacri- 
fice a bit of food value in the in- 
terest of attractiveness. But she 
knows that it will be made up in 
the second helpings, the larger por- 
tions that are eaten. 

Since we ordinarily eat foods be- 
cause they “look,” “smell” and 
“taste” good, other important 
cooking points concern flavor, tex- 
ture and color, Of all these in 
vegetables, probably color is the 
trickiest of all to deal with. 

Vegetables fall into four color 
classes: the yellow, the white, the 
green and the red. Yellow vege- 
tables give the cook little. trouble; 
white vegetables create few cook- 
ing problems, but the “greens” and 
the “reds” need special attention. 

Cook in an uncovered pan—that’s 
the main thing to remember when 
you cook green vegetables. For 
chlorophyll, the color pigment in 
green vegetables, is easily affected 
by cooking when there is acid pres- 
ent. Leaving a lid off the pan al- 
lows any vegetable acids that 


| volatilize to go off into thin air. 


This acid coupled with overlong 
cooking turns the attractive green 
color to a sort of dull olive drab. 


Soda Reduces Vitamins. 

For some time homemakers have 
known that putting a pinch of soda 
in the cooking water keeps the 
green vegetables from fading. The 
scientific explanation is, of course, 
that the soda neutralizes the vege- 
table acids as they can’t change the 
green pigment. Cooking science now 
frowns upon the practice, for an 
excess of soda reduces vitamin 
content and detracts from the fla- 
vor of the vegetable. 

For the “reds” such as beets, 
cook ip a covered pan. If neces- 
sary, add a little dilute acid to the 
cooking water. The color pigment 
in these vegetables stays red in 
acid, starts to fade in alkaline wa- 
ters. Keeping the lid on holds in 
the volatile acids. Added vinegar, 
lemon juice or cream of tartar also 
keeps the cooking water on the 
acid side, 
White vegetables go through no 
such dr tic changes. They stay 
white in water that is slightly acid 
and become yellow or greenish in 
alkaline waters. So cook white veg- 
etables much the same as the red, 
As to flavor, vegetables are di- 
vided into three camps—strong, me- 
dium and mild. Cabbage is consid- 
ered one of the first group. In 
cooking it, you must take care not 
to develop the flavor by cooking 
in a closed kettle for a long time. 
This makes it an unappetizing, 
brownish vegetable, with an unde- 
sirable odor and flavor. 
For mild vegetables, such as del- 
icately flavored June peas, use a 
minimum of water. Cook until just 
tender. By that time the water 
should be condensed to be just 
enough to serve with the vegetable. 
Adding salt brings out the natural 
flavor of all vegetables. 

Do Not Overcook. 
Do not overcook”—that’s the 
negative rule that must be observed 
if vegetables are to have a pleasing 
texture, Vegetables are done when 
they are tender but not soft and 
flabby. And cooks are more likely 
to err on the side of overcooking 
rather than undercooking. Having 
the vegetables of uniform size and 
keeping the cooking time down by 
starting the vegetables in boiling 
water also helps in getting pleasing 
texture. 
Finally, if you want a vegetable 
dish to taste best, serve it immedi- 
ately. If that is impossible, let it 
coo] and reheat when you need it. 
Keeping a dish “warmed up” for 
long soon makes it mushy and un- 
interesting. 
These are some of the general 
cooking rules. But of course each 
cooking method has a technique of 
its own. Probably the most com- 
mon ways to prepare vegetables are 
boiling, steaming and baking. But 
panning is a method especially suit- 
able for the summer succulent vege- 
tables. In panning it is possible to 
conserve all the food value and 
flavor of a vegetable as well as to 
add milk in some cases. 

Panned Summer Squash. 
Summer squash is one of the 
vegetables that is suitable for pan- 
ning. Have the squash young and 
tender. Cut it into small pieces 
and leave the skin on unless it is 
very tough. Melt a little fat in the 
skillet. Brown that slightly. Then 
put in the squash, season it, cover 
and cook for 10 to 15 minutes at a 
moderate heat. Remove the cover 
and cook a little longer for the 
liquid to evaporate. Serve hot. 

Five-Minute Cabbage. 
Cooking vegetables in milk is an- 
other method that conserves food 
value. For the milk-is not drained 
off, but used as a sauce to serve

HEARTY MEAT SALAD 
| MAY FORM MANN DISH 


Diced Marinated Meat Cubes 
Plus Vegetables Make 
Tempting Meat Meal. 


Some men still feel they are ex- 
pected to profess a disdain for sal- 
ads. Yet if we do find an honest 
objector, the reason usually lies in 
what this unfortunate one ne 
means by “salad.” 

While there are toss up, green 
salads and the colorful fruit combi- 
nations to talk about, substantial 
meat salads that form the main 
dish for a luncheon, supper or little 
dinner are important. 


It seems almost unnecessary to 


give real recipes, but here are a 
few basic pointers. Salad meats 
should be diced while cold. Leave 
the meat in recognizable pieces of 
fairly uniform shape. Leftover or 
freshly cooked veal, pork, beef, 
sweetbreads, ham, tongue, lamb, 
chicken or a combination of any 
two of these meats ibis an interest- 
ing start.

Until changing economic and so0- 
cial conditions wrought their ef- 
fects the most truly typical life of 
Mexico was exemplified by the ha- 
cienda. It was to Mexico what 
the antebellum plantation was to 
the old South, the complete social, 
political, religious and economic 
unit. It was, perhaps, even more of 
a completely self-contained entity. 
Changing. conditions, however, 
have caused the old haciendas to go 
the way of the plantations. There 
aré only a few extant, of these few 
only two or three are located near 
improved highways and readily ac- 
cessible, and there is only one 
where visitors are welcomed and 
where English is the language 
spoken. 


This example of the era that is 
passing in Mexico is the famous 
Hacienda Santa Engracia, located 
on a paved and graveled road 10 
miles west of the Pan American 
Highway where it crosses the Pu- 
rification River, between Monter- 
rey and Mexico City. It offers an 
example of the typical, unchanged 
life of rural Mexico, the life not 
seen by the average traveler who 
follows the usual trails,

ly one million acres. It included a 
vast sector extending from the 
Purification River on the north to 
the Santa Engracia River on the 
south and reaching westward to 
the Sierra Madre Mountain Range, 
odd miles away. The present 
acreage has, however, been reduced 
in size by parceling out to heirs 
from time to time certain portions, 
but the unit is still intact and here 
life flows on about as it did a cen- 


tury ago. , 


The Case Grande, Main House, 
was erected by the original owner 
in 1765. There is a “new” addition 
which was added in 1803 and from 
time to time it has been enlarged 
and modernized until today it is a 
long, Colonial edifice with a shape 
that is an approximation of three 
sidés of a square. There is a sep- 
arate building comprising the din- 
ing room, large enough to serve 100 
guests; an immense kitchen and 
pantry; a smaller dining room for 
the household help; laundry room; 
office and storeroom, In addition 
to this central group of buildings 
there are about 100 small stone 
houses where the workers live; a 
private school building; two 
churches that were used until the 
religious laws limited the number 
of churches to a given proportion; 
three cabanas of native stone for 
guests; and a factory building 
where necessary furniture and 
household articles are fabricated. 
There are, besides, warehouses, 
workshops, corals, granaries and 
outbuildings. 


HE hacienda maintains a dairy 
T pera of more than 200 cows, 

and on all sides are droves of 
sheep, herds of goats, and roving 
bands of hogs.

HACIENDA SANTA ENGRACIA, A BIT OF OLD MEXICO. 


By Leaving the 


Tourist- Visited 


Cities and Highways a Glimpse 
of Native Life as It Has Been 
Since the Conquest Is Obtained. 


range or for riding; the plowing 
ig done by oxen and lowly burro is 
the beast of burden here as else- 
where throughout Mexico. 

Citrus fruits are the main crop 
grown for profit. The hacienda 
ships about 60 cars of citrus fruit 
annually. Banana trees grow wild 
along the fences, guayaba bushes 
with their pear-shaped fruit are in 
profusion, while papaya trees thrive 
along the irrigation ditches. Twen- 
ty acres are devoted to raising avo- 
cados, The avocado trees here are 
from a seedling brought from the 
West Indies in 1821, This tree 
grown from the original seedling is 
the largest in the Americas and 
produces yearly from 200 to 300 
crates of avocados. 

Sugar cane is also a profitable 
crop. It is grown, cut, ground and 
made into sugar on the place. The 
sugar mill evaporates about 10,000 
kilograms, approximately 22,000 
pounds of the brown, cone-shaped 
“pilons” of raw sugar each season. 

The usual vegetables, potatoes, to- 
matoes, cabbage, carrots, radishes, 
Ste., are grown here in quantities 
sufficient to make the hacienda 
self-supporting. They buy few items 
from the outside world. 


A private railroad connects the 


hacienda with the main line of the 
National Railways of Mexico, 11 
miles away. This railroad has an 
engine, consisting of one mule; one 
passenger car, which is a mine car 
with four poles supporting overhead 
a piece of burlap for shade; and 
three freight cars for hauling the 
products of the place to the main 
line. The track is about 18 inches 
wide and makes no attempt to go 
in a direct tangent, veering back 
and forth at will, dipping down to 
cross ravines and climbing precari- 
ously to surmount an obstruction. 
This “train” runs on a regular 
schedule, however, leaving the haci- 
enda at 10 each morning and re- 
turning at 4 in the afternoon. 

There is not a moving picture 
show or any of the usual forms of 
entertainment within 50 miles. Each 
Sunday sees cockfights, rodeos, 
horse races, coleandos, and days of 
fiesta are lightened with the music 
and typical jarabe tapitas, native 
dances, while on the bright moonlit 
nights strolling orchestras play the 
soft native music or the pulse-stir- 
ring Indian huapangos. 


Trails lead from the hacienda 
into the mountains across the river, 
these narrow defiles extending. in 
some instances to mines worked by 
Spanish conquistadores 300 
years ago. Other trails lead to 
small hunting lodges high in the 
Sierras.

T. LOUIS had the worst record 

among all the large cities for 

Fourth of July fireworks injuries 
last year, an American Medical As- 
sociation report shows. St. Louis 
contributed 322 te the total of 7202 
injuries reported throughout the 
country. St. Louis’ casualty rate 
was 39.17 per 100,000 population. 
That was almost four times higher 
than the next poorest rate, which 


had more persons injured, 524, but 
the rate was 7.56, the ratio, nat- 
urally, declining with the increased 
population, 


St. Louis also has the worst slums 
in the country, a national housing 
report showed a short time ago. 
These “worsts” become monotonous, 
to say the least. It is not pleasant 
to call attention to such blots on 
the name of our sometimes fair 
city. The first constructive thing 
to do, though, is to face the facts 
if they are to be corrected. 

Certainly now, this week, is the 
time to think of minimizing Fourth 
of July hazards over the holiday 
which this year will be prolonged 
two, in many cases three days, by 
the week-end preceding it. There 
will be drownings at swimming re- 
sorts and automobile accidents on 
the crowded highways, but the most 
numerous and the most needless ac- 
cidents will be due to the most 
popular form of celebrating the na- 
tion’s birthday, with fireworks, 

If custom follows precedent, the 
common firecracker will account 
for three out of every four of these 
casualties. There will be no holi- 
day for any member of the City 
Hospital staffs. The clang of am- 
bulances tearing. through . the 
streets will be only a refrain in the 
general noise making and din. 

“Only two cases of tetanus (lock- 
jaw) were reported last year,”. the 
American Medical Association bulle- 
tin says. “The small number was 
due, however, not so much to lack 
of opportunity for tetanus as to 
splendid co-operation of physicians, 
police, hospitals and first aid units 
in giving tetanus antitoxin imme- 
diately following an injury. Evi- 
dently all are thoroughly cognizant 
of the necessity for giving anti- 
toxin in the presence of what ap- 
pear to be slight injuries.” 


Verily, the annual celebration of 
the Glorious Fourth in an orgy of 
noise results more in a slaughter 
of the innocents. Among the casual- 
ties invariably the greater number, 
two out of three, are small children, 
tiny tots too young to have any no- 
tion of what they are celebrating. 
It is all because back somewhere 
at the beginning of commemora- 
tions of Independence day, noise 
and gun powder became associated 
with ideas of patriotism, and “pa- 
triots” still will not deny, indeed 
encourage, their youngsters to as- 
sert the spirit of independence with 
any and all kinds of explosive 
noises. Patriotism! It takes on 
rather an absurd aspect when it 
is found that in the first 30 years 
of this century more lives were lost 
celebrating American independence 
than were lost in achieving it in 
the Revolution. Certainly it is a 
perversion of patriotism when in. 
celebrating the Declaration of In- 
dependence based on the right of 
life, liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness, 2219 injuries are caused by 
persons playfully tossing lighted 
firecrackers at other persons, as 
happened on the Fourth last year.

St. Louis may have the distinc- 
tion of leading the country in the 
most disastrous form of celebration, 
but the fireworks problem is not 
materially improving over the coun- 
try generally. That, notwithstand- 
ing propaganda in favor of ration- 
alization and that notwithstanding 
four states—Kentucky, Michigan, 
Iowa and New Jersey—now have 
laws flatly prohibiting the sale of

alytical nationa] survey was con- 
ducted by the National Museum of 
Safety in co-operation with other 
agencies under the direction of Dr. 
Leland S. Cofer, former Surgeon- 
General of the U. S. Public Health 
Service, in 1935. That report pre- 
sented a total of 6940 Fourth of 
July fireworks injuries with 30 per- 
sons killed and 57 cases of loss of 
sight. The American Medical As- 
sociation survey reports 7202 inju- 
ries, 20 persons killed, 294 eye in- 
juries, 16 cases of loss of sight last 
year over the Fourth of July two- 
day holiday. Both reports point 
out that their figures undoubtedly 
err on the side of under-estimation 
since they account only for injuries 
reported in newspapers. 

Neither Missouri nor St. Louis 
is among the states and cities that 
have accomplished anything in a 
legal way to reduce fireworks haz- 
ards. There was an anti-fireworks 
ordinance, sponsored and spoken 
for by representatives of several 
local health and safety organiza- 
tions before the Board of Aldermen 
at its last session, but it ‘died with 
the adjournment of the board on 
the protest of fireworks 
that. having already laid in their 
— their business would be in- 
jured. | 

In scattered localities having pro- 
hibitory laws, reports show decided 
improvement in fireworks accident 
statistics. Milwaukee with an ordi- 
nance enacted in 1935 reduced the 
toll of 190 the previous year to five 
one year. Baltimore, after passing 
laws, reported no casualties one 
year, 1932, with an increase to 16 
in 1937, due to the practice of stands 
legally dispensing fireworks set up

North, having under- 
bid so much.on the second round, 
attempted to make up for this by 
rebidding the no trump, and South 
then made a very fine bid... Recog- 
nizing that his partner’s no trump 
had been an underbid, he now 
showed a desire for a diamond 
game by jumping in that suit, 
North surely had the values to go 
to five diamonds, but for some ob- 
scure reason decided to show the 
spade control. Perhaps he hoped 
that, since this was match point 
duplicate, South could go to four 
no trump, but if so he was just“ 
wasting a hope. South had not 
liked one no trump (witness his 
preference for two diamonds). 
„how could he possibly stand 
four no trump? The four spade bid, 
as just one more instance of North's 
failure to rebid diamonds, raised a 
doubt in South’s mind as to. wheth- 
ér North had a real liamond suit or 
whether he possibly had started with 
a short suit, something like AX. 
South, therefore, bid five clubs, a 
lower ranking suit, to give North 
“leeway,” so that if the diamond 
suit really were short, a more satis- 
factory trump suit could be select- 
ed. North, apparently forgetting 
all about South’s virtual signoff at 
two diamonds, now took the fan- 
tastic action of going to a slam in 
clubs! 

Obviously the contract was not 
fulfilled. One club and one heart 
had to be lost. The remarkable 
part, however, was that six dia- 
monds actually could have been 
made, due to the very favorable 
break of suits. The diamond fi- 
nesse working and the club queen 
dropping, North could have dis- 
carded his losing heart on South's 
fifth club. 

Of course, a slam should not have 
been bid but, since it was, the very 
least the “expert” partners could 
have done was select the right suit! | 
I don’t wonder that the rank and 
file gets just a little tired of that 
word “expert”!
